The railroad officials defend the train 
crew, and say they did all they could to 
open a way for the passing of the Fire de- 
partment. They attribute much of the de- 
lay to the alleged attempt made by some 
one to uncouple the train and the conse- 
quent setting of the air brakes. Superin- 
tendent Newell of the company is not in the 
city. His chief clerk, in his absence, de- 
tend the train crew, declaring that, as far 
as the f had been reported to him, every 
possible effort wag made to open the street. 


Laws and Ordinances Broken. 


There are several laws and ordinances for- 
bidding the obstruction of street crossings by 
railway trains. The State law forbids the 
holding of a train on a crossing longer than 
ten minutes, and then only for the purpose 
of taking on or letting off passengers. 

The city ordinance reads as follows: 

“Should any street and railway crossing 
remain occupied and obstructed in whole or 
in part by any train of railroad cars during 

period of five minutes, it shall be the 
duty of the railroad company, its agents and 
employés, before the expiration of the five 
minutes, when for any reason the entire train 
cannot be moved, to cause such cars as may 
be upon sald crossing to be uncoupled and 
moved so as to leave such street free and 
unobstructed, and the train, when again 
coupled, shall be removed forthwith.“ 

In addition to this there is an ordinance 
providing a fine for obstructing firemen in 
their work or on their way to work, and under 
this ordinance it has always been the custom 
to demand the prompt breaking of any 
train which may be standing on a crossing 
when a fire engine comes along.

“CELEBRATION AT JUAREZ, 


EI Paso. Tex., May 5.—President McKin- 
lay and his party reached El Paso, the gate- 
way to Mexico, at 9 o’clock this morning. It 
was the original intention to have the Presi- 
dents of the two great American republics 
Shake hands across the border, but owing to 
the fact that the Mexican Congress was in 


séssion President Diaz was unable to leave 


the capital. 


He sent instead General Juan Hernandez, 


commander of the Second Military Zone of 
the State of Chihuahua, with a personal 
message and the Mexican Military Band. 
Governor Miguel Chumada, the Governor 
of Chihuahua, also came in person to EI 


Paso to pay his respécts to the McKinley 


party. 
Carry Message from Diaz. 

The Mexican delegation representing 
President Diaz was in full uniform and every 
official detail was strictly observed. 

After a reception in President McKinley's 
car General Hernandez presented the ad- 
dress of President Diaz, which was as fol- 


lows: 
“City of Mexico, Mex., May 5, 1901.

America, El Paso: 
“When you arrive this day at the frontier 
of Mexied I wish I might shake hands with 


Fou, but I send you as cordial a salute as cor-

The doctor 
examined him, after laughing at the state- 
ment that his heart had disappeared, and 
told him he was suffering from consumption. 

Simpson began to grow worse and finally 
went to the Indian Territory. It was while

Severe pains about his 
lung and heart last Tuesday, however, com- 
pelled him to give up his work. He sought 
Dr. Darling and underwent a careful exam- 
ination. The doctor told him he was not suf- 
fering from consumption at all, but had a bad 
case of pleurisy. | 

I found that an effusion had formed un- 
der the left lung.“ said Dr. Darling. It 
had grown to such size that it pushed the 
heart from its natural resting place and 
forced it from. an upright position to a hori- 
zontal one. The left lung had been pressed 
upward to the vicinity of the bronchial tubes, 
making it difficult for him to breathe, and 
giving him the appearance of a man who 
had just run a foot race and was panting 
for breath. The right lung also has been 
forced from its natural position.” 

Dr. Darling and the consulting physicians 
decided the only way to save the man’s life 
was by the removal of the effusion, so his 
heart would return to a vertical position. 
For this purpose Mr. Simpson will be taken 
to the West Side Hospital on Tuesday, where 
the operation will be performed.

The committee of five ministers who in- 
vestigated conditions at Fort Sheridan will 
report this morning that drunkenness among 
the soldiers has not increased since the post 
canteen was abolished. The committee will 
not go into the merits or demerits of the 
canteen itself, as, the ministers say, their | en 
! churches already have gone on record in that 
direction. Neither will the committee make 
reference to the sharp debate with Colonel 
Van Horne, who declared that the ministers 
were “blind, prejudiced, and insincere.”’ 
The committee will present records sup- 
plied by the post Adjutant, showing the 
number of drunken soldiers from Nov. 3, 
three months before the canteen was abol- 
ished, to May 3, three months after the 
canteen was done away with. These records, 
it is said, will show that there has been t- 
tle difference in the conduct of the soldiers.
